REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
art Stokes et al. (US 5,660,928) teaches a coated substrate having a first layer 
(equivalent to the claimed substrate), a second layer (equivalent to the claimed barrier 
layer) on one side of the first layer, a third layer (equivalent to the claimed ink receptive 
layer) on the second layer, a forth layer (equivalent to the claimed anti-curl layer) on the 
other side of the first layer, and a fifth layer (equivalent to the claimed undercoat layer) 
between the first and the second layer. The third layer is composed of polyethylene 
imines. Stokes neither teaches nor suggests a coated substrate having a first layer a 
second layer on one side of the first layer, a third layer on the second layer, a forth layer 
on the other side of the first layer, and a fifth layer between the first and the second 
layer, wherein the third layer of is composed of polyvinyl alcohol, gelatin, 
methylcellulose, hydroxyethylcellulose, propylhydroxyceliulose, polyvinyl pyrrolidone or 
a combination thereof.
